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Preliminary Statement. 
























Having occasion (o be in Boston in 1889, for other reasons and business 
than this, I concluded to search the ancient records for Blackmans, my mother being 
a Blackman, and then very old [$3], and, thinking it would give her great satis- 
faction I hunted them up there, and on my way home, as I would go within five 
miles of Lebanon, Conn., I went there also, the birthplace of her father and 
grandfather, J then had but one break in my records of her line of the family. 
By searching the New Bogland Historic Geological Society publications 1 got an 
inkling Ulat the broken records could be rejaired and filled by a search in 
Little Campton, Rhode Island, 1 had that searched for me by the Town Clerk, 
and then the whole record of the family of my mother was complete, When I 
read it to her I was more than pleased at her very evident satisfaction. I hired 
a lawyer in Boston to make some more searches of the family in the neighbor- 
hood of Boston, and J have now, I think, gleaned most of the Blackmans of 
ancient times around there, I have not tried to search them out anywhere else, 
except our near relatives. My mother had a cousin in Wilkes-Batre—Mrs, 
Lovina (Blackman) Jones, now, 1894, the same age my mother was then, 1889 ; 
and being in very good circumstances financially, I wrote her about these Black- 
man searches I had made, and that if she would pay for printing them I would 
get them in order and have it done. Her son, Edwin H. Jones, of the Vulcan 
fron Works at South Wilkes-Barre, answered the letter, and said I should have 
it done and send the bill to him, And that is the way il came about, It is in- 
tended especially to show the genealogy of the family of that Elisha Blackman 
who married Lucy Polly in Lebanon, Conn,, and removed to Wilkes-Barre, 
[Now Luzerne Co,, Pa.,] in 1772, and died there in 1804. ‘It is said he died 
of yellow fever. and was buried in Hanover Green Cemetery. The Hyde 
family being related to the Blackmans hy marriages are introduced here as well 
as fhe Darrows, and Plumbs, and Joneses, and Collingses. Mrs. Lovina Black- 
man Jones, above mentioned, died a few weeks before the printing of this was begun.

Preface. 


Dates were not always on record in all cases, In the early times, pre- 
Vious 10 1700, the dates were frequently written only in figures, as “John Black- 
man, son of John and Mary, was born 10-6-1656."” ‘This needs translation into 
words, and should be read tenth day of the sixth month 1656. This was “Old 
Style,’ and March was the firs: month of the year, and the 25th day of March was 
the first day of the year, That makes -lugust the 6th month, February 8) 
1674-5 means that February was in 1674 in Old Style, but was 1675 in “New 
Style,” and these double figures at the end of the year were frequently found in 
the records, but they were not always there, even when the date was some day 
in January, February, or an earlier day in March than the 25th, Ihave in my 
copies always intended to put it in when it ought to be there as that shows the 
date in both Oid Style and New Style, the Jast being as we connt time now. 
By Act of Parliament in 1751, it was declared that eleven days were to be 
retrenched, and that the 3d day of September, 1752 should be reckoned the 14th; 


and by the same Act the 1st day of January was declared to be the 1st day of 
the year, 


A number is set opposite or behind the name of every child in this book 
when it was born, from the first John to the last name in the book, Where one 
grew up, married, and bad a family that I found, I put the sign + at the end of 
his or her name—this indicates that this person’s family will be found further on; 
and as that one will be the father or mother of the family the number behind that 
name will be found at the left of the father or mother in heavy black figures, 
The name and family can be traced forward in this way. To trace one back to his 
progentitors ; find the name of the person first, then note the figures in heayy 
black ink at the left of the father and mother of this family, and turn back 
to that number on the general list and there you find his birth, then look at the 
figures at the left of the father of that family and so on baels. 


Mistakes will be sure to be found, they cannot be prevented in any 
human production, so I ask to be spared on that point. 


Tn the extreme left of the pages the No. of the generation comes in indi- 
cated by Roman numerals, John of Dorchester being the I, generation, 


There is an index to nnmbers and not to pages, The allied families are: 
Darrow; Hyde; Jones; Collings; Plumb; Boos, Straw; Stearns. The hus- 
hands and wives of these separate families and the Blackmans are separately indexed.

Historical and Traditional. 


There were three original families of Blackmans in eastern Massachusetts 
in early times, as early as 1640; one, the oldest, was the Rev. Adam Blackman ; 
another John, and another Benjamin. = Neither of these wasa son of the otlier, but 
they may have been brothers. Adam became the minister first at Scituate, then at 
Stratford, Conn., and died there 16 March, 1665, leaving a large family ; one son 
named John, one Benjamin, one Joseph, and James, Samuel and Deliverance, and 
several daughters, Kev. Benjamin Blackman, of Malden, Massachusetts, grad- 
uated at Harvard in 1663, and married Sarah Scottow April 1, 1675, T know 
nothing of any family of his. He and Adam and John of Dorchester, may be 
brothers, but nothing is known as to any relatianship. They nsed the same 
names mostly for their sons, and one is almost compelled to believe them brothers. 


There are a great many more Blackmans at Dorchester and neighboring 
towns that 1 have not got here as I did not take the names of any ulter 1800, 
or when the children of one ran on after rS00, After the Revolutionary War 
they began to emigrate west as all other families did, and have continued to do 
to the present time ; first il was only to western New England; then it was 
to New York and Pennsylvania ; and then to Ohio, and Indiana, and Mlinois and 
Michigan and Wisconsin and Iowa and California, and then to the west in gen- 
eral, after the rebellion ended, 1865, 


‘Tradition. 


My mother’s father Misha, of Hanover, Pa., said the family was wealthy in 
Wngland, but the property descended to the oldest son and the others did not like 
it, and came to America ; that afterwards they heard the heir, or the heirs of a 
later generation had squandered it all, and the American Blackmans were pleased 
at that, 


Another tradition was that the first Blackman here was in a battle with the 
Indians, and he fired bis gun so often and rapidly that it got so hot he was afraid 
to load it, and he leaned it against a tree to cool aff, and took out his pipe and 
tobacco and sat down and took a smoke while it was cooling; and that a preat 
landscape painter had painted the scene, and it was in a picture gallery in Lon- 
don; asit wastold. John Blackman, the son of John of Dorchester, was in 
Captain Lrattle’s troop of horsemen in the King Philip War, 1675-6 The only 
other Indian War in New England was the Pequot War, 1637, and that was 
mostly in Connecticut. If it was in “4a? war he must have been the father of 
John of Dorchester, for that war was 39 years before. But traditions are 
very seldom true. If it occurred, and it was John the son that did it, then it was 
not ow“ ancestor, but was a brother of his.

Joseph 
and family removed to Freetown, Massachusetts, previous to 1710, and from there to 
Lebanon, Connecticut, in 1717. He helped to organize the Congregational 
Church in Little Compton in 1704, helped organize the church in Freetown in 1710, 
bought 120 acres of land in Lebanon, Connecticut, Aug. 15, 1717, of Jonathan Met- 
calf for £600, died there and his widow Elizabeth and son Elisha and Jonathan Met- 
calf administered the estate. Inventory £1297-9-6, filed July 15, 1720. His wife 
was a daughter of Joseph Church, brother of the famous Captain Benjamin Church of 
the King Philip War of 1675-6. The Churches were of Little Compton. Joseph 
may have married there, but I found his wife named on the Dorchester records; and 
Benjamin, the first, is supposed to have died before the 2d was born,
